Poverty and shyness led Danuser. 65. 
to drop out of Twin Falls Iflpi Schmd 
when she 14. 

Saturday night, she became the only- 
one of her siblings to cross the stage to 
gel a diploma. Her ejass, 160 graduates, 
was the biggest since ihc General Fijuiv- 
alcncy Diploma program begun at (he 
college 25 years ago. said Adult Basic 
Education director Jane Bmnibach. 

"Th i s . i s what I did for my urundchil- 
dren." Danuser said. "For me. too, be- 
cause this is what I wanted." Several 
grandchildren have di;oppcd -out of 
school. i 

She did it especially as a .surprise for 
—one grandchiliL.ChristianJudd-Smink. 
nicknamed "Jeep,” who olso got his 
UiiD Saturday night. 

"I'm excited." Strunk said. "I think 
it’s go^ for her. it's snurt. 

"'Vou look like a judge or something." 
he told her. as they wailed in llieir black 
gowns for the commcncemcnl' ceremony 
to begin. 

Strunk dropped out of Burley High 
School at 15, led the Calvary Christian 
Academy shortly before graduating and 
left an alternative scIukiI because there 
were too many drugs, he said.

The Public Ifjnployee Retirement 
Sysicni of Idaho (PERSJ) provides 
pensions for all kinds of state em- 
ployees, including our elected sena- 
tors ami representatives.

lob. 

That's tine, except when somebody 
caves the Legislature to lake a full-

.rai .-Xficr a few years on the new 
oh. he's suddenly treated as if all 


lull-lime work. Pension benefits can 
more than i)uadruple. 

Hull moans a newly elected gover- 
nor can bestow plush lifetime pay- 
ciiccks to his old legislative cronies 
by appointing them to slate agencies. 

Batt has crusaded against this gold- 
plated system ever since he was a 
legislator himself in the I'lKOs. When 
he I'ccame g»*venilir, he raised the is- 
sue again in his Slate of the State ad- 
dress. calling on the Legislature to 
change *tlie law. It was a principled 
and correct p<.iMtion for Batt to take. 


But last' week, Boise's newspaper 
reported 'that scyen fomier lawmakers 
in Butt's udministrutinn will benefit 
from the pension loophole: Pam 
Ahrens, Dennis Hansen.

Quite rijjhi. Not all of Batt’s ap- 
pointments have been ideal, but, as 
govenior-hc- has (he right lo appoint 
whom he choo.ses. He shouldn't be 
deterred by flawed pension rules. 

But Batt sho.uld continue working 
to change the rules, and state law- ' 
makers should cooperate without 
putting up a fuss.

Hells Angel goes on trial 18 
years after execution killings 


PORTLAND. Ore. (AP) — It's 
been nearly 1 8 years since a witness 
in a prostitution case was forced to 
walcb the murders of her twin 6- ' 
vear-old daughters and a friend, 
before being killed herself. 

"You send messages in coses like 
this that if you kill witnesses, let 
i alone witnesses with little girls, we 
.will never r^uit," soid Robert 
‘ Hamilton, assistant state attorney 
general. “We are going to come 
after you forever;” 

He will help prosecute Odis 
. “Buck” Garrett. 52. n fonner presi- 
dent of the Hells Angels’ Nomad 
chapter in Vallejo, Calif. Garrett is 
accused of ordering* Margo 
Compton's death. . 

Compton. 24. hod worked briefly 
as a prostitute for Garrett in a broth- 
el known as the Love Nest in Son 
Francisco, Hamilton said. Compton 
had cestified agaiast Garrett in a pre- 
Uminary hearing and was preparing 
to do the same at hii trial when she 
wu killed in Laurelwood. 25 miles 
west of Portland.

Hamilton believes Hells Angels 
members will be on hand this week 
for the'sian of the'trial, and tight

Several Hells Angels, including the 
motorcycle gang's leader, Sonny 
Barger, attended parts of lost ycor's 
trial of Robert "Bugeye Bob” 
McClure.. a Hells Angels "wannabe'' 
convicted of committing the killings, 
allegedly at Garren's ordm. 

Prosecutors have kaid Barger was 
enraged by'lhe cose because he felt 
that killing innocent children was 
unwarranl^. 

Witnesses wtll 'include many of 
the same prison inmates afTiliatcd 
with the Kells Angels or.the Aryan 
Brotherhood prison gang who testi- 
fied against McClure.

The Forest Service, remembering- 
how 0 lumber tale in McCall was 
disrupted by protesicts, had called in 
extra security. Visitots were asked 
to ti^iin as they entered the build- 
ing. Armed .officers of the Federal 


Protection Service stood by. Some 
timber company and Forest Service 
employees at the sale asked that 
ihelr faces not be shown in print or 
television photographs.

The volume of parental calls to 
MADI) otHces picks up considerably 
around this lime of year, says Alice 
Johnson, administrator for MADD 
Macomb County (Mich.). 

May and June are two of the worst 
months of the year for teen-age auto 
fatalities, according lo''the National 
Commission Against Drunk Driving. 

'The period from now to after 
graduation is the most dangerous 
lime for youngsters,” says Traverse 
City Police Chief Ralph SofTredinc. 

"Parents need lo ask their kids, 

'Where arc you going? Who will you 
be with? When will you be back?' 

And then check up on them. It's not a 
mailer of not trusting your children. 

It's a mutter of loving your children." 

Other suggestions from the special- 
ists: 

• Talk with your child about drink- 
ing. Remember, of course, that the 
most important part of talking is lis- - 
telling, 'feens arc more likely lo talk

« Don’t bargain on the issue; 
Studies show that when parents sug- 
gest that it's OK for teem to drink aa 
long oa they don't drive, for example, 
the youngstCT is actually more likely 
to drive or be in a vehicle driven by' 
someone else who has been drinking. 

In addition,' school-aged youths 
who arc allow^ to drink at home are 
more likely lo drink and use other 
drugs outside of home.

Also, it's a crime to serve alcohol to 
minors. 

> Be on example. Make it a point 
to show that you'ean have a good 
time without aicbhol. "Kids need to 
know they don't need to have drugs 
or alcohol to haVe a good lime.” says 
Rose Stutesnun. *

Weil, suppose you paid Sl.UOO last 
year for that 30-year bond that yield- 
ed S percent.

If you sell it before maturity, how- 
much will yoti get? 

That depends on a number of fac- 
tors, such a.s how long it is until the 
bond matures or whether the bond's 
credit rating has changed. 

But the change in yield is the most 
important factor, so let's consider n 
simplified example to sec why “price 
ond yield move in opposite direc- 
tions." 

Suppose that interest rales. have 
gone down in the past few roonths — 
0.4 they have — ond that a ckw 30- 


year bond jxsuett today yields 7 per- 
cent instead of the H percent paid on 
the bond you bought last vcor. That 
means the new bond would paythe • 
buyer a coupon of S70 a year, or 
$2,100 over the 30 years. 

Since your K percent bond would 
pay S300 more than that over 30 
years, a buyer would be willing to 
pay more for your 8 pcrcenr bund 
than for the new 7 percent bond. 

Just how much mure can be 
demonstrated — in dits simplified 
example — with some easy math^^ 
For the old bond; you take lh*c 
coupon payment of SKtTund divide it 
by the $1,000 bond price to find that 
your annual yield is 8 percent. 

1'he coupon remains $80 no matter 
what happens to interest rales over 
the next 30 years. 

Suppose interest rates drop and 
new bonds yield 7 percent. You 
could probably sell your bond so 
long as (he buyer knew he would 
cam the going rale of-7 percent on 
his iftvcsimcfU. 

That means the unchanging $80 
coupon payiTtcnt luu to equal 7 per- 
' cent of Ae money he or she pays for 
your old bond. 

And that means the buyer would 
be willing to pay $1. 142.86 for your 
h«vnd. Why*.' Bceavuc $80 equals .07 
iimcs$|.142.86. ^ 

So here's what happened: The 
yield went down from 8 to 7. and the 
price Went up from $1,000 to 
$1,142.86.
